Liberty Day will be celebrated 
in Sierra Madre with a specially 
arranged program at the band 
stand and Liberty pole, begin- 
at five o’clock sharp, this after¬ 
noon.

Save Wheat 


Wheat saving Is America’s 
most vital food problem. 

The United States Food Admin¬ 
istration, in view of the critical 
wheat shortage, asks every Cali¬ 
fornian to observe the following 
amended rules: 

Make every day and every meal 
a “wheatlesi” meal. Eat no food 
of any kind containing wheat or 
wheat products unless absolutely 
necessary for health. 

Substitute fresh and cured 
meats of all kinds, potatoes, fresh 
vegetables, fruits, dairy products, 
and other cereals, such as corn 
and rice. 

The “meatless” and “porkless” 
days have been suspended. There 
are now no restrictions on the 
consumption of any particular 
foods except wheat. The govern¬ 
ment urges, however, that no food 
of any kind be waated. 

Without sufficient wheat to 
feed our armies and those of the 
allies, we cannot hope for vic¬ 
tory.

NEW BOARD OF 
TRUSTEES ON 
THE JOB 

The first money to be spent 
authorization of the new board 
of city trustees will be for a new 
American flag, to fly from the 
Liberty pole. The flag will be 
on hand for use this afternoon, 
pursuant to a motion of Trustee 
Holabird and adopted unani¬ 
mously. Smaller flags of the al¬ 
lied nations will also be pur¬ 
chased for use on special occa¬ 
sions when a display is to be 
made. 

The trustees held their first 
regular meeting last night. It 
was an encouraging sign that 
they convened promptly, and al¬ 
so that they adjourned before 
nine o’clock. 

All members were present, 
with President Mitchell in the 
chair. 

Forest Protection 

Thomas W. Sloan, District 
ranger from Pasadena, appeared 
before the board to request a 
renewal of the arrangement by 
which the city has been cooper¬ 
ating with the forest service in 
hiring a forest guard to patrol 
the mountains and trails along 
the front at Sierra Madre, the 
city to pay $50 monthly as be¬ 
fore. 

On motion of Trustee Hola¬ 
bird, the board voted to enter 
into such an arrangement for 
the period from June 1 to Nov. 
1, or until the first rains. 

Relief from Noise 

A petition from residents in 
the neighborhood of Sturtevant 
Trail Road asked for relief from 
the nuisance of o()en auto muf¬ 
flers at all hours of the day and 
night, excessive speed which 
they asked be limited to twelve 
miles an hour, and the boister¬ 
ous yelling which is common on 
Frida yand Saturday nights es¬ 
pecially. 

That part of the petition re¬ 
lating to enforcement of exist¬ 
ing ordinances was referred to 
the police committee, and that 
part asking for new legislation 
was referred to the ordinance 
committee. 

Pump Payments 

When the claim for the cur¬ 
rent installment on the new mo¬ 
tors and pumps was presented. 
Chairman Saunders of the fin¬ 
ance committee said he did not 
care to approve the claim until 
Chairman Holabird of the water 
committee had an opportunity to 
pass on the question of whether 
or not the pumps were needed. 
In answer to a question, supt. 
Biederman said the pumps were 
expected about the middle of 
May. Two payments have been 
made under the contract. The 
matter was referred to the wa¬ 
ter committee. 

Appointments 

City Attorney Ham placed his 
resignation in the hands of the 
board with an application for 
reappointment, which was made. 

Application of Water Super¬ 
intendent Biederman for reap- 
pontment was granted by com¬ 
mon consent by the simple ex¬ 
pedient of leaving him on the 
job. Trustee Saunders expressed 
the opinion that the board would 
need Mr. Biederman’s extensive 
knowledge of the water system 
and sources of supply. 

Two applications were filed 
for the position of marshal and 
street superintendent, those of 
Wm. McCreary and Wm. A. 
Wright. For the position of 
night watchman there were ap¬ 
plications from E. W. Patton 
and Wm. L. Hibbs. All were re¬ 
ferred to the committee on 
streets and police for considera¬ 
tion.
